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FOREWORD 

On  August  20,  1909,  the  descendants  of  John 
Lawless  II  and  his  wife,  Margaret  (Skirvin)  Law¬ 
less  held  their  first  family  reunion  in  the  park  at 
'Columbus,  Illinois.  One  hundred  and  forty-two  were 
present.  Since  then  theie  have  been  several  such 
reunions  and  an  effort  has  been  made  to  learn  more 
about  our  early  ancestors. 

We  are  sorry  to  state  that  very  little  information 
regarding  John  and  Mary  (Stoddard)  Lawless,  par¬ 
ents  of  John  II,  has  been  acquired.  However,  a 
record  of  his  services  during  the  Revolutionary  War 
has  been  obtained  from  the  Bureau  of  Pensions, 
Washington,  D.  C.  It  is  as  follows: 

“I  have  to  advise  you  that  from  the  papers  in  the 
Revolutionary  W ar  pension  Claim  W.  9109,  it  ap¬ 
pears  that  John  Lawless  was  born  Match  11,  1751, 
place  not  stated. 

He  enlisted  August  10,  1776  in  Fauquier 

County,  Virginia,  served  as  a  private  in  Captain 
William  Blackwell’s  Company,  Colonel  Daniel  Mor¬ 
gan’s  Virginia  Regiment,  Captain  John  Marshall’s 
Company,  Colonel  A.  Buford’s  Virginia  Regiment, 
'Captain  Hogg’s  Company,  Colonel  Richard  Parker’s 
Virginia  Regiment,  was  in  the  battles  of  Brandywine 
and  Germantown  and  was  discharged  August  10, 
1779. 

He  was  allowed  pension  on  his  application  ex¬ 
ecuted  May  29,  1818  while  a  resident  of  Pendleton 
County,  Kentucky,  previously  of  Bourbon  County, 
Kentucky.  He  died  August  12,  1847  in  Grant 
County,  Kentucky  at  the  house  of  Urial  Tongate. 
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Soldier  married  February  7,  1780  in  Stafford 
County,  Virginia,  Mary  Stoddard,  born  in  Jan¬ 
uary  1755,  (also  called  Polley).  She  was  pensioned 
on  her  application  executed  May  27,  1848  while  a 
resident  of  Grant  County,  Kentucky. 

They  had  nine  children,  no  names  stated  ex¬ 
cept  that  of  Henry  the  second  child  who  was  aged 
sixty-three  years  in  1848  and  living  in  Grant 
County,  Kentucky. 

Soldier  had  a  son-in-law  Mr.  Tongate.” 

The  above  history  is  that  of  the  only  soldier 
named  John  Lawless  found  on  the  Revolutionary 
War  records  of  this  Bureau. 

While  little  is  known  about  his  wife,  it  is  inter¬ 
esting  to  note  that  she  was  of  Scotch  descent,  a  de- 
-  vout  Catholic,  a  doctor  and  practised  medicine  quite 
a  little. 

Of  their  nine  children,  we  were  able  to  obtain 
the  names  of  only  three,  John,  Henry  and  Elizabeth, 
however  we  have  record  that  two  other  daughters 
married  brothers  by  the  name  of  Tongate. 
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JOHN  LAWLESS  II,  son  of  John  and  Mary 
(Stoddard)  Lawless,  was  born  in  Stafford  County, 
Virginia,  June  20,  1795.  While  still  a  child  his 
parents  moved  to  Grant  County  Kentucky,  locat¬ 
ing  on  a  farm  about  thirty  miles  from  Covington 
and  a  short  distance  from  Williamstown,  the  Law¬ 
less  Postoffice.  His  education  consisted  of  the 
subjects  then  taught  in  the  public  schools. 

According  to  the  records  of  the  County  Clerk, 
Pendleton  County,  Kentucky,  marriage  license  was 
issued  to  John  Lawless  and  Peggy  Skirvin  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  14,  1820,  and  they  were  married  the  same  day 
by  Samuel  Simpson,  D.  D.  The  consent  for  her 
marriage  as  given  by  her  father  calls  her  “Peggy,” 
and  possibly  only  for  that  reason  the  license  was 
issued  in  that  name. 

After  fifteen  years  of  succes  -ful  farming  ’he 
realized  that  opportunities  would  be  greater  farther 
north,  so  he,  his  wife  and  six  children  started  upon 
their  northward  journey  in  October  1835.  He,  be¬ 
ing  a  true  pioneer,  looked  forward  to  the  long  and 
arduous  trip,  which  was  made  in  a  prairie  schooner 
— a  covered  wagon  of  immense  size — drawn  by  two 
yoke  of  oxen.  They  took  with  them  many  house¬ 
hold  articles  and  traveled  very  comfortably.  They 
hitched  a  thoroughbred  saddle  horse  to  the  back 
of  the  wagon,  so  when  life  inside  the  schooner  be¬ 
came  monotonous,  the  mother  and  one  or  two  of 
the  chidren  made  short  excursions  into  the  woods 
along  the  trail.  She  was  a  skilled  rider  and  early 
taught  the  children  the  art.  They  traveled  thus 
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four  weeks,  always  being  fortunate  enough  to  spend 
the  nights  in  the  cabins  of  settlers  along  the  way. 
As  they  were  loyal  members  of  the  Old  School  Bap¬ 
tist  faith,  they  never  traveled  on  Sunday. 

He  looked  carefully  at  many  possible  sites  along 
the  trail  but,  being  a  good  judge  of  land,  found 
nothing  desirable  until  reaching  Adams  County, 
Illinois.  In  Gilmer  Township,  about  twelve  miles 
northeast  of  Quincy,  be  bought  eighty  acres  of  land 
and  established  a  permanent  home,  which  was  many 
times  opened  for  community  church  services. 

On  April  2,  1850,  he  was  elected  Justice  of  Peace 
by  the  people  of  Dover  (now  Gilmer)  Township. 
His  oath  of  office  and  commission  from  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  Illinois  are  as  follows: 

“State  of  Illinois 
County  of  Adams 

I,  John  Lawless,  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  will 
support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and 
the  Constitution  of  this  State,  and  I  do  further 
swear  that  I  will  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge 
all  my  duties  of  my  office  as  Justice  of  the  Peace  to 
the  best  of  my  abilities  and  understanding  accord¬ 
ing  to  law.  I  also  do  honestly  swear  that  I  have  not 
fought  a  duel  nor  accepted  a  challenge  to  fight  a 
duel,  the  probable  issue  of  which  might  have  been 
death  to  other  party,  nor  in  any  manner  aided  or 
spirited  in  such  duel,  nor  been  knowingly  the 
bearer  of  such  challenge  or  acceptance,  since  the 
adoption  of  the  Constitution  and  that  I  will  not  be 
so  engaged  or  concerned  directly  or  indirectly  in  or 
about  any  such  duel  during  my  continuance  in  of¬ 
fice,  so  help  me  God.”

Know  ye,  that  John  Lawless  having  been  duly 
elected  to  the  office  of  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  the 
Township  of  Dover,  Adams  County,  Illinois,  I. 
Augustus  C.  French,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Illi¬ 
nois,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  People  of  said  State 
do  commission  him,  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  said 
County  and  do  authorize  and  empower  him  to  exe¬ 
cute  and  fulfill  the  duties  of  that  office  according 
to  law.  And  to  have  and  to  hold  the  said  office,  with 
all  the  rights  and  emoluments  thereunto  legally  ap¬ 
pertaining,  until  his  successor  shall  be  duly  elected 
and  qualified  to  office. 

“In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  here¬ 
unto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the 
Seal  of  the  State  to  be  affixed,  Done 
Seal  of  State  at  the  City  of  Springfield  this  sixth 

day  of  May  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
fifty.

(Dover  Township  was  changed  to  Gilmer  Town¬ 
ship  in  June,  1850.) 

John  Lawless  was  a  good  business  man,  an  ex¬ 
cellent  hand  to  write  deeds  and  other  legal  docu- 
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ments  which  were  not  made,  then  as  now,  by  filling 
out  forms.  He  was  also  a  good  sportsman,  being 
unusually  fine  in  the  use  of  the  rifle  and  enjoying  it. 

He  was  a  man  six  feet  tall,  had  light  hair  and  blue 
eyes,  a  round  smooth  face  and  weighed  225  pounds. 
During  his  last  years  he  was  compelled  to  use  two 
canes  because  of  rheumatism.  He  died  May  13, 
1865  and  was  buried  in  the  Mt.  Pleasant  Ceme¬ 
tery,  Adams  County,  Illinois. 

His  wife  was  the  daughter  of  John  and  Mary 
Kitchen  Skirvin.  Her  brothers  and  sisters  were  as 
follows :

MARY  ANN  LAWLESS,  oldest  daughter  of 
John  and  Margaret  (Skirvin)  Lawless,  was  born  in 
Grant  County,  Kentucky,  February  8,  1823.  In  1835 
she  moved,  with  her  parents,  from  Kentucky  to  Illi¬ 
nois.  She  was  educated  in  the  public  schools.  She 
was  married  to  William  Judy,  October  20,  1846. 
They  had  one  son  William  Henry.  Due  to  the 
death  of  her  husband  a  few  months  after  their  mar¬ 
riage,  she  returned  to  the  home  of  her  parents,  liv¬ 
ing  with  them  and  caring  for  them  as  long  as  they 
lived.  Then  she  and  her  son  moved  to  a  farm  near 
Coatsburg,  Illinois.  After  a  few  years  they  moved 
to  Oklahoma,  later  returning  to  the  farm  where  they 
lived  several  years,  then  moving  to  Coatsburg.

John  Quincy,  of  Columbus,  Illinois,  for  several  years, 
then  went  to  the  home  of  her  niece,  Airs.  Margaret 
Myers,  where  she  died  August  1,  1913,  age  90 
years,  5  months,  and  25  days.

Reverend  Owens, 
an  old  friend  of  the  family,  conducted  the  funeral 
services.  Burial  was  at  Mt.  Pleasant  Cemetery, 
Adams  County,  Illinois.

He  specialized  in 
anesthesia.  Shortly  after  graduation  he  was  ap¬ 
pointed  house  surgeon  at  the  Mt.  Vernon  Hospital, 
Mt.  Vernon,  New  York.  He  was  married  to 
Ethel  Myers  of  Mt.  Vernon,  December  23,  1922. 
He  died  in  Lawrence  Hospital,  Mt.  V ernon,  follow¬ 
ing  an  illness  which  began  in  December,  1922  but 
which  became  serious  only  two  weeks  before  his 
death,  February  19,  1923.

Judy,  was  born  July  23,  1899.  He  was  married  to 
Hazel  White  of  Prague,  Oklahoma,  June,  1924.

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THOMAS  THOMAS  LAWLESS 
AND  DESCENDANTS 

THOMAS  THOMAS  LAWLESS,  fourth  son  of 
John  and  Margaret  (Skirvin)  Lawless,  was  born 
March  21,  1834,  at  Williamstown,  Kentucky.  In 
1835  his  parents  moved  to  Adams  County,  Illinois. 
He  lived  on  the  farm  with  his  parents  until  nine¬ 
teen  years  of  age.  In  1853,  he,  with  several  other 
men,  made  an  overland  trip,  with  ox  teams,  to 
California,  arriving  there  in  September.  He  re¬ 
mained  there  four  years  mining,  by  placer  and 
hydraulic  methods,  for  gold.  During  the  last  sum¬ 
mer  of  the  California  drouth,  he,  with  others, 
dammed  a  river  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  gold 
but  rain  came  earlier  than  usual  and  the  summer’s 
work  went  down  with  a  flood.  He  returned  home 
by  way  of  San  Francisco,  down  the  Pacific  to  Pan¬ 
ama,  walked  across  the  Isthmus,  then  took  a  ship 
across  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  to  Plavana,  Cuba,  went 
to  New  York  and  from  there  returned  home  by 
rail,  which  had  been  laid  after  he  started  west.  He 
remained  on  the  farm  until  September  1,  1862,  when 
he  enlisted  to  serve  in  the  Civil  War.  He  was  in 
Company  F.  78th  Illinois  Volunteers.  On  Septem¬ 
ber  22,  1863,  he  was  taken  prisoner  at  Missionary 
Ridge,  taken  to  Richmond,  Virginia,  where  he  was 
held  with  many  other  prisoners  in  a  large  brick 
tobacco  warehouse.  He  remained  there  until  Feb¬ 
ruary  17,  1864.  From  there  he  was  taken  to  An- 
dersonville  Prison,  in  Georgia,  remaining  there  un¬ 
til  September  6,  1864,  and  was  taken  to  Savannah, 
Georgia,  for  seven  months.  Then  he  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Millan  Georgia,  and  after  two  months  was 
parolled  on  November  22nd.  He  came  home  by
